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HEREAS, It is the duty of all nations to acknowledge the providence of 
Almighty God, to obey His will, to be grateful for His benefits, and 
humbly to implore His protection and favor; and 


WHEREAS, Both houses of Congress have, by their joint Committee, 
requested me “To recommend to the people of the UNITED STATES, a day 
of PUBLIC THANKSGIVING and PRAYER,” to be observed by acknowl- 
edging with grateful hearts the many signal favors of Almighty God, es- 
pecially by affording them an opportunity peaceably to establish a form of 
Government for their safety and happiness. 


Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the twenty-sixth 
day of November next, to be devoted by the people of these States, to the 
service of that great and glorious Being, who is the beneficent Author of all 
the good that was, that is, or that will be: That we may then all unite in 
rendering unto Him our sincere and humble thanks for His kind care and 
protection of the people of this country previous to their becoming a nation; 
for the signal and manifold mercies and the favorable interpositions of His 
providence in the course and conclusion of the late war; for the great degree 
of tranquility, union, and plenty, which we have since enjoyed; for the peace- 
able and rational manner in which we have been enabled to establish Con- 
stitutions of Government for our safety and happiness, and particularly the 
national one now lately instituted; for the civil and religious liberty with 
which we are blessed, and the means we have of acquiring and diffusing use- 
ful knowledge; and in general, for all the great and various favors which 
He hath been pleased to confer up on us. 


AND ALSO, That we may then unite in most humbly offering our 
prayers and supplications to the great Lord and Ruler of nations, and be- 
seech Him to pardon our national and other trangressions; to enable us all, 
whether in public or private stations, to perform our several and relative 
duties properly and punctually; to render our national Government a blessing 
to all the people, by constantly being a government of wise, just and Consti- 
tutional Laws, directly and faithfully obeyed; to protect and guide all sover- 
eigns and nations (especially such as have shown kindness to us), and to 
bless them with good Government, peace, and concerd; to promote the 
knowledge and practice of true religion and virtue, and the increase of 
science among them and us; and generally to grant unto all mankind such 
a degree of temporal prosperity as He alone knows to be best. 


Given under my hand at the City of New York, the third day of October, 
in the year of our Lord, One Thousand Seven Hundred and Eighty-Nine.

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Proponents of Bible Reading Taken to 
Court In Florida 


A father and mother of three children, residing in Miami, 
Florida, recently filed suit against the Dade County School 
Board which questions a wide range of religious practices. 


The basic issue, according to Circuit Judge J. Fritz Gor- 
don, is whether “exposure” of children to religious observ- 
ances in the classroom violates the constitutional mandate on 
separation of church and state. 


School board attorneys argued the children were not 
compelled to participate and therefore their constitutional 
rights were not violated. But the Judge claimed this was not 
sufficient grounds for dismissal. 


The suit, filed by Mr. and Mrs. Harlow Chamberlin (he 
is a salesman) complained of eight practices, including: 
Reading Bible verses in assemblies and classrooms, saying 
of the Lord’s Prayer, singing of religious hymns, school plays 
about religious holidays such as Christmas and Easter, and 
other similar items. 


George E. Bolles, school board attorney, argued that the 
suit would deny to other pupils the right to participate in 
“long-established” customs. “We would have to cease open- 
ing the State Legislature with a prayer and eradicate from 
our coins the words ‘In God We Trust’,” he added. He also 
maintained that children were not required to join in on the 
singing of hymns or the religious pageants. 


On the other side, attorney Herbert L. Heiken argued 
that the religious observances in the schools violated the First 
and Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constitu- 
tion. He cited decisions by courts in other states holding that 
a “high wall” should be erected between the spheres of 
church and state. Several decisions, he argued, specifically 


halted reading of the Bible in School. 


“Free enjoyment of religious worship includes freedom 
not to worship,” he continued. As this issue of The Defender 
goes to press, final outcome of the case is still in question. 


School Bible Reading Held Illegal in 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 


A three-judge Federal Court has ruled unconstitutional 
a Pennsylvania law requiring the daily reading of Bible 
verses in public schools. The ruling came in answer to a suit 
filed against the Abington Township School District and four 
school directors by Mr. and Mrs. Edward L. Schempp of 


Roslyn, who are Unitarians. 


The particular law involved was enacted in 1949, but a 
similar statute has been on the books since 1913. The 
Schempps, who are the parents of three children, charged 
the law actually provided a religious service to be conducted 
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in the public schools. Attorneys for the school district argued 
that the stipulation that the verses were to be read without 
comment indicated there was no establishment of religion 
by the Commonwealth. 


The Court, however, ruled the law prohibited the “free 
exercise of religion” and interfered with the parents’ right 
“to teach his own faith to his child or to teach him no re- 
ligion at all.” 


The Court was made up of Chief Judge John Biggs: Jr., 
of the U. S. Circuit Court and U. S. District Judges William 
H. Kirkpatrick and E. William Craft, Jr. 


Attorney General Anne X. Alpern is studying the Federal 
Court ruling before determining what action the State will 
take. Officials of the State Department of Public Instruction 
indicated they would take their cue from the Attorney Gener- 
al’s office. 


The ruling will be appealed directly to the United States 
Supreme Court. In 1952, the U. S. Supreme Court ratified 
a New Jersey Court decision which upheld a law similar to 
the Pennsylvania statute. In 1948, a State Attorney General’s 
opinion held that the Pennsylvania statute was constitutional. 


Pending instructions of the Pennsylvania Attorney Gen- 
eral, most school districts in the State are expected to con- 
tinue observance of the law despite the Federal Court ruling. 
Pittsburgh and Allegheny County school officials have direct- 
ed that the practice of starting each day with verses from 
Scripture continue pending a final decision on the matter. 


The special Federal Court ruled that “if the study of 
the Bible as an artistic work, a treasury of moral truths, or 
historical text, can be separated from doctrinal matter or 
religiousness, we should find no objection. But the manner 
in which the Bible is employed by the legislative statute does 
not effect this division. 


“The daily reading of the Bible buttressed with the au- 
thority of the State, and more importantly to children, backed 
with the authority of their teachers,” the judges continued, 
“can hardly do less than inculcate or promote the inculcation 
of religious doctrine” in children’s minds. 


Dr. George D. Munro, moderator of the Presbytery of 
Philadelphia, said: “It is regrettable that a nation which has 
as its motto, ‘In God We Trust,’ should find it unconstitu- 
tional to read God’s Word in public schools.” 


The American Jewish Congress, meanwhile, which had 
filed a “friend of the court” brief in the case, hailed the de- 
cision as a “major victory for religious freedom.” 


Meanwhile Mr. Hal Roach, a resident of Plymouth Val- 
ley, Pennsylvania, also recently charged that Plymouth Town- 
ship schools are practicing “religious indoctrination” through 
daily Bible reading, recitation of the Lord’s prayer and grace 
before meals, and singing songs and presentations of holi- 
day entertainment of a religious nature.” 


Mr. Roach had requested to be placed on the agenda as 
a taxpayer to be heard at the monthly meeting of the Board 
of Education. Informed by Daniel W. Kirkpatrick, President 
of the Board, that daily readings from the Bible are required 
by state law, Roach then took issue with the recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer. 


“Our Father, Who art in heaven ...’ is definitely reli- 
gious indoctrination and has no place in our public schools.” 
he contended. “No child is required to mouth the prayer.” 
Kirkpatrick reminded the complainant, “and participation in 
the exercise by other members of the class should in no way 
effect the pupils whose religious home training is adequate.” 


Advancing his argument that such religious practices in 
public schools is a “violation of a child’s conscience,” Roach 
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quoted legal opinions prepared by the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, a group to which he admitted being a member. 


The complainant told the Board he has traveled exten- 
sively throughout the country and nowhere has found as 
much stress on religious practices in the public schools as 
exists in Pennsylvania. 


Pressing for action on the subject, Roach asked for a 
vote to change the school district policies governing religious 
practices but no such motion was forthcoming. 


“The Board obviously prefers to keep the status quo,” 
Kirkpatrick told Roach in dismissing the subject. “There re- 
mains nothing for me to do then, but remove my children 
from the school,” Roach concluded. 








A Funny Story? 


In its “Laugh A Bit” col- 
umn, the Arlington (Texas) 
Citizen recently carried the 
following story: 

















A clerk was handed a pay ~ 
envelope which, by error, contained a blank check. Astonish- 
ed, he looked at it and moaned, “Just what I thought would 
happen. My deductions have at last caught up with my 
salary.” Now, this is quite a funnny story. But after you’ve 
finished laughing, and given the matter some thought, vou 
may wonder what’s funny about it. It could actually happen. 


And it will happen unless “We The People” stop hold- 
ing out our hands to Washington for more and more pater- 
nalistic handouts. We have to rid ourselves of the idea that 
money grows on trees along the shores of the Potomac. Jap- 
anese blossoms, yes; money, no. 


We must come to realize that before our Washington 
legislators can “dish” it out, they have first to take it away 
from us, mostly via payroll deductions. We must further 
learn that when we send our money to Washington, the bu- 
reaucrats deduct a big brokerage fee for handling it before 
sending a pitiable part of it back to us. 


Far-fetched you say! Things will never come to such a 
ridiculous pass! But ask yourself this question: Who ever 
would have dreamed when the 16th Amendment (Income 
Tax) was passed that Federal Government would ever take 
91 per cent of large incomes and grab 22 per cent from the 
pay envelopes of us little folks? After you’ve answered that 
question, we'll wager you'll no longer consider that story 
about the blank check funny. 


Parental Obligations 


When we are told to “train up a child in the way he 
should go,” (Proverbs 22:6), it is meant that we should do 
this; not let it first grow up in sin and then try to reclaim it 
afterward by extraordinary effort. To do that is to give the 
world. the flesh, and the devil all the advantage. 


The child will not grow up a Christian without the in- 
fluence and teaching of the parent. Yet too many fathers 
and mothers tend to shirk their responsibilities, trusting in 
the efforts of the school teacher, the Sunday School and the 
Church. In the eyes of the young child, his own father and 
mother are far superior to any other adult ... what they say 
is so. But how often is this devotion and respect crushed by 
disinterested parents (see “Delinquent Parents,” page 19, 
this Defender). 

The child will not grow up a Christian without the in- 
fluence and teaching of the parent. As will be noted by 
other editorials appearing on these pages, God is rapidly 
being cast aside in our public schools ... and the few mo- 
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ments spent in the house of the Lord on Sunday will not suf- 
fice. 


During its earliest life the child absorbs impressions and 
is completely under parental influence and direction. If we 
fail to set the example for them, they will turn to other ave- 
nues. 


Parents are also invested with authority over the child, 
and it will need discipline, but this must be exercised in love. 
Only a few days ago a teen-age girl in Texas very calmly fed 
both her mother and father a “thrill drink,” consisting main- 
ly of rat poison, for the simple reason that the latter had exer- 
cised his parental authority of disciplining her for the in- 
fraction of a household rule! 


The lack of this spirit of love will make null and void 
any corrections administered, resulting in more harm than 
good. It must be evident, therefore, that to properly train 
our children we must not only teach them Christian doctrine, 
but we must live the life of a Christian. (See Book Review, 
page 34, this Defender). 


In a poll taken recently among mothers who considered 
their homes as Christian, it was discovered that family de- 
votions are not observed in almost half of those replying to 
the questionnaires. A fourth reported that grace is not even 
said at mealtime. Another fact ascertained was that a higher 
than average number of women — 43 per cent — work out- 
side the home for pay, leaving the youngsters to “shift for 
themselves.” 


If such facts are turned up in a poll of professed Chris- 
tian families, what would be the result of a census of disin- 
terested, half-hearted, semi-religious group? Until the think- 
ing parents of America wake up and accept their responsibil- 
ities, our daily papers will continue to be filled with more 
and still more reports of rank juvenile delinquency! 
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“Offer unto God thanksgiving; and 
pay the vows unto the most High.” 
(Psalm 50:14) 


A STUDY OF American history must 

convince one that many events have 
taken place in this part of the world 
which reveal mht Here the hand of 
God. We are a favored people. We 
ought to be a thankful people. 


When Christopher Columbus began 
his voyage, the vessel was headed 
straight for Delaware Bay. One day a 
flock of birds was seen flying overhead, 
moving southwest. 


Pinzon, who was sailing with Colum- 
bus, persuaded him to change his course 
and follow the birds. This caused the 
vessel to land eventually on the little 
island of San Salvador in the West In- 
dies, instead of Delaware Bay. Colum- 
bus landed at Puerto Rico on his second 
voyage in 1493. 


One person reading this historical ac- 
count sees in it only a flock of birds. 
Another person sees in it the hand of 
an all-wise Providence. 


Columbus took possession of the 
West Indies in the name of King Ferdi- 
nand and Queen Isabella. Spanish ex- 
ploitation and _ religious superstition 
were thus conveyed to that part of the 
world. 


The North American continent was 
preserved for an entirely different kind 
of emigrant — and an entirely different 
future. 


There were great political and reli- 
gious convulsions in Europe during the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. The 
result was, some of the best people on 
the face of the earth fled from Europe 
and turned their faces westward, toward 
the new world. 


The thirteen colonies had a religious 
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background. They had few books, but 
they had the one Book. 


The Bible was to them the supreme 
Book of law and ethics. It was a Guide 
for both character and conduct. It be- 
came the foundation of the new repub- 
lic. 


The missionary motive brought far 
more people to the American continent 
after its discovery, than the desire to 
search for riches.

French Persecution 


From France came the Huguenots, 
deeply religious people, who were vic- 
tims of severe persecution. Coligny, 
their leader, was made Admiral of 
France in 1552 at the age of thirty- 
three. The great religious wars of the 
country broke out ten years later. 


Attempts were made to eradicate 
French Protestantism. The peak of 
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this wave of persecution was reached 
during the “Massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew” in 1572. Coligny fell at that 


time. 


Shortly before his death, he dispatch- 
ed a colony composed chiefly of Hugue- 
nots, to the new world. They landed at 
Florida. Most of them were wiped out 
by the Portuguese and Spaniards. 


From England came emigrants who 
were eager to “enlarge the glory of the 
Gospel by planting sincere religion in 
America.” 


There were many religious changes 
in England during the sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries, under the Tudor 
sovereigns. These events prepared the 
way for a large migration of people of 
excellent quality. 


In the year 1534 King Henry VIII 
put a measure through his obedient 
Parliament known as the “Act of Su- 
premacy,” which enabled him to estab- 
lish a religious system entirely removed 
from Roman authority. He became the 
supreme head of the Church of England. 


Henry’s three children — Edward, 
Mary and Elizabeth, came to the throne 
between the years 1547 and 1603. The 
religious pendulum swung from _ first 
one position to another, under their re- 
spective reigns. 


Edward created a definite trend to- 
ward the doctrines and ideals of Mar- 
tin Luther and the Reformation. Mary, 
who became known in history as 
“Bloody Mary,” sought to bring the 
country back to religious submission 
under Roman authority. 


With the reign of Elizabeth, the pen- 
dulum returned again to the middle po- 
sition and the Anglican Church became 
firmly established by law. 


American colonization began in ear- 
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nest during this period, with the ob- 
jective in view to “easily, quickly, and 
perfectly search out the passage to 
China and enlarge the glory of the Gos- 
pel by planting sincere religion in Amer- 
ica.” 

In the founding of New England, the 
religious motive was of paramount im- 
portance. These people brought with 
them an open Bible! 


The Puritans 


There grew up in England a sturdy 
sect known as “The Puritans,” who not 
only rejected Catholicism, but likewise 
condemned the Church of England for 
retaining so much of the formalism and 
ceremony of the Roman Church. 


These reformers objected to such 
things as the priestly vestments, the 
altar, the sign of the cross, etc. They 
were nicknamed Puritans because they 
wished to purify the Church of what 
they called the “remnants of idolatry ;” 
they rejected temporal authority in mat- 
ters pertaining to conscience; they look- 
ed to the Bible rather than the rulers, 
for spiritual guidance. 


Many went so far as to withdraw 
from the organized Church entirely and 
established their own Separatist or In- 
dependent congregations. They were 
Noncomformists. 


Queen Elizabeth caused strict laws to 
be enacted against the Puritans. Her 
successor, James, was even more bitter 
against them. 


He boasted that he would make them 
conform or “harry them out of the 
land.” In Middlesex County alone, 
more than one thousand persons were 
arrested for refusing to attend Church 
of England services. 


One particular group of Separatists, 
in the eastern part of England, attracts 
the special attention of every student 
of early American history. They were 
known as “The Pilgrims.” 


In the language of those times, their 
houses were “besett and watcht night 
and day” and some of their numbers 
“taken and clapt up in prison” by the 
authorities of the Church. 


Finally, they agreed among them- 
selves to go to Holland, where religious 
liberty was enjoyed. 


After several attempts, they managed 
to escape from England, and by the 
autumn of 1608 about one hundred of 
their number assembled in the city of 
Amsterdam. 


They later moved to Leyden where 
they remained about ten years, living 
under their beloved pastor, John Robin- 
son. But for many reasons they were 
not happy in their new surroundings. 


The year 1620 found them preparing 
November 1959 





to leave for America. They set sail on 
the Mayflower. Before reaching these 
shores, they drew up a document known 
as the “Mayflower Compact,” which 
was to be the basis of law and order in 
the new colony they planned to estab- 
lish. This statement of principles, based 
upon a deep reverence for God, later be- 
came the foundation for the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


The Pilgrims were distinctly a reli- 
gious, sincere and devout people. They 
made no pretense of social or educa- 
tional position. They were poor, hum- 
ble folk, but possessed a great faith in 
God. 





“The Friends” Group 


Another group which made a lasting 
contribution to the religious life of the 
new world was “The Friends,” or 
Quakers. 


They believed in the “inner light” of 
Divine illumination and _ constantly 
sought the leadership of the Holy Spirit. 
George Fox had founded the movement 
in England, about the middle of the 
Seventeenth century. 


The new world was unkind to them 
until such time as they succeeded in de- 
veloping sufficient strength and inde-

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pendence to establish a colony of their 
own, under the leadership of William 
Penn. 


At Oxford University, Penn openly 
fought ecclesiastical domination of ev- 
erv kind. His deep knowledge of Eng- 
lish law and history was reflected in the 
“Frame of Government” which he drew 
up for his colony after coming to Amer- 
ica. 


Only Christians were allowed to par- 
ticipate in the government of Pennsyl- 
vania. Many devout Germans, who fol- 
lowed him from Europe, became lead- 
ers and citizens in the new common- 
wealth. 


America thus became the great Melt- 
ing Pot of the world. But fortunately, 
the immigrants were, for the most part.

Out of this background. there grew 
up a Nation in which the principles of 
Christian Protestantism were taken for 
granted. 


In the famous Trinity Church case, 
the United States Supreme Court decid- 
ed Christianity to be “the common law 


of the land.” 


For this reason, the Presidential oath 
is taken on the Bible. The witness on 
the stand swears by the Bible. One day 
out of seven is held sacred. according 
to the teachings of the Bible. On our 
coins are engraved the words, “In God 


We Trust.” 


The “Magic” Belt 


It is deserving of special notice that 
around our globe there is a narrow 
zone, between the thirtieth and sixtieth 
parallels, north latitude, from which the 
high orders of civilization have always 
developed. 


The nations that have given direction 
to the thought of mankind in producing 
philosophy, art, poetry, history and 
science; the people who have led in mat- 
ters of religion and government have 
always been crowded into that strip of 
less than thirty degrees. 


Between the thirtieth and sixtieth 
parallels of latitude, north, we have 
Palestine, Greece, Rome, Germany and 
England. The United States is also 
located in that magic belt. 


Our flag was not made to fly amid 
the ice deserts of Russia, where the 
finer sensibilities are subjected to the 
frosts of physical adversity. 








Our flag was not made to fly over 
burning deserts, where torrid weather 
tends to leave mind and body sapped of 
strength. We lie too far south to be 
bound by chains of cold. We lie too 
far north to come under the enervating 
influences of a tropical sun. 


The present commanding position 
that the United States occupies in world 
affairs did not come about by chance or 
accident. Providences have always 
worked in our behalf. God has been 


good to us! 


Our Greatest Challenge 


But today, after these many yeara 
of orderly government, based upon 
Christian principles and a written Con- 
stitution, our institutions are facing 
their greatest challenge. 


Every true Christian believer is faced 
with a solemn responsibility to do his 
or her part, in defending the faith of the 
fathers in this crisis of the twentieth 
century. 


Religious decay is always followed 
by economic and political decay. When 
the religious conscience of a nation be- 
comes calloused, business, industry, ag- 
riculture —- every department of life, 
feels the effect. 


We are witnessing the kind of a sag | 


in our country today, which any nation 


must expect that permits its spiritual | 


and patriotic life to become devitalized. 


As an expression of the deep rever- 


ence for God which characterized the | 


early settlers, there grew xp a custom 
of setting aside one day out of each 


year as a time for national thanksgiv- | 


ing. 

Originally the festival lasted a week 
— the first such event being observed 
in New England during the autumn of 
1621. There were fifty-three white set- 
tlers and ninety-one Indians present. 


The white men went into the forests 
to hunt deer and turkey. The Indians 
brought deer. corn and birds. 


They attended the religious services 
together; they sang songs, played 
games, ran races and lived in almost 
Utopian harmony. Prior to that time, 
great bitterness had existed between the 
two groups. 


‘With the passing of the years. it be- 
came a habit among the various colo- 
nies to designate an annual season for 
special thanksgiving. 


After the writing of the Constitution, 
the national government decreed that 


one such day should be set aside each © 


year by Presidential proclamation (see 
page two. this Defender).

The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved. Jeremiah 
8:20. 


(THESE WORDS OF LAMENTA- 

TION were spoken by God’s great 
prophet Jeremiah at a time in Jewish 
history when the doom of Judah as a 
nation was imminent. 


The Lord had dealt kindly and mer- 
cifully with a rebellious, stiff-necked, 
hard-hearted, backsliding, ungrateful 
people. 

Through His prophets, whom they 
had for the most part rejected, ignored, 
and even martyred, He had faithfully 
proclaimed His everlasting mercies and 
love. But a heart-hardened people had 
preferred to walk the way of sin and 
godlessness. 


Nebuchadnezzar’s mighty neo-Baby- 
lonian army, which was to sweep west- 
ward from the Mesopotamian Valley 
across the nations and into Egypt, was 
soon to engulf Judah and take the ma- 
jority of her inhabitants into the so-call- 
ed Babylonian captivity where they 
were to languish for seventy years until 
repatriated by the Persian Cyrus. 


And Jeremiah, in prophetic vision, 
realized that, as far as Judah was con- 
cerned, the harvest of His spiritual 
benediction to them was over, the sum- 
mertime of God’s radiant love to them 
was ended, and in a last, pleading, 
heartrending, soul-stirring lament he 
cries: 

“The harvest is passed, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved.” 


Jeremiah’s pleading lament, and the 





circumstances under which it was ut- 
tered, may well serve as a parable, de- 
picting the general world situation prior 
to the second coming of Christ on the 
Day of Universal Judgment. 


With these thoughts occupying our 
minds, let us look at Jeremiah’s words 
a bit more closely: “The harvest is 
passed, the summer is ended, and we 
are not saved.” 


This word is true in the realm of na- 
ture. In the world of nature there comes 
a time when the harvest is passed, the 
summer is ended, and the chilly and 
then frigid blasts of winter are about 
to descend. 


A Deeper Application 


But this text has a far deeper mean- 
ing and application than this for us in 
the church today. We have here a very 
timely message — a timely spiritual 
message. 


The harvest is passed, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 


Another year of grace is rapidly 
merging into the vastness of eternity. 
We remind ourselves that another gold- 
en year of opportunity is rapidly pass- 
ing, another year of preaching and 
teaching the Word of God is drawing to 
a close, and many are not saved. 


For many, God’s spiritual harvest is 
passed, and the summer of God’s grace 
is ended. Surely we will not continue to 
turn a deaf ear to the pleadings of the 
Holy Spirit. We shall not permit this 
year to terminate without making our

peace with God through faith in our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


Do it now. “Delay not till tomorrow 
to be wise, tomorrow’s sun on thee 
may never rise.” “Now is the accepted 
time, now is the day of salvation.” “To. 
day if you hear his voice, harden not 
your hearts.” 


In the world of nations this message 
of Jeremiah is today most significant. 
What do we find as we look about us 
in the world today? 


You know the harvest time is the 
time of the great ingathering — both in 
the realm of nature and in the realm of 
the spirit. It follows the springtime of 
sowing, both grain seed and the seed of 
the Gospel, and summertime of abun- 
dant fruitfulness. 


What hour is it on God’s timepiece 
of the world today? What season is it? 
As we look about us on the internation- 
al scene, we feel we are living in the 
lowering shadows of the world’s sun- 
set; that man’s tenure on earth has 
reached the world’s Saturday night 
stage; that the hands on the clock of the 
universe are rapidly approaching the 
midnight hour; that the sands in the 
Hour Glass of Time are rapidly running 
out; that we are — to use the metaphor 
of the text — fast hastening to the win- 
ter days of the world, seasonally, mor- 
ally and spiritually. For the world, 
God’s harvest time is past, God’s sum- 
mertime is ended, and O, sorrow of 
sorrows, many are not saved. 


A Realistic Approach 


I would assure you that it is net our 
intention to be alarmist or pessimistic 
—- we simply want to be realistic — 
we want to view the historic facts as 
they are — and let the facts speak for 
themselves. 


The nations of the world today, in- 
cluding the United States, have gone out 
after false gods. Some worship the 
race, and some worship the state. 


They worship power, they worship 
might, they worship the future of the 
nation, or of some political philosophy. 


They have forsaken the God of truth. 
They have closed their hearts and 
minds, they have closed their country’s 
doors to the God of truth.

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His Name’s sake, have forsaken Him, 
have turned themselves away from Him. 
And they have and are reaping what 
they have sown. 


Look at Germany today. Germany 
had given to the world the mighty Re- 
formation. She had been in the van- 
guard of evangelical Christianity. She 
had known a great faith in the Triune 


God. 


It was here, however, where theologi- 
ans first began to doubt the teachings 
of the Holy Bible. First they question- 
ed the Old Testament, then the New. 


And then, foolishly believing that they 
were setting the pattern for a new and 
better world of scientific reasoning, they 
dared to doubt the Sonship of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


World War I, sent as a warning judg- 
ment of God upon her sins, remained 
unheeded. Then God sent them a fa- 
natical leader, Hitler, who completely 
socialized the nation and glorified the 
race. 


Still God’s warning voice remained 
unheeded. With World War II, and a 
resultant division of the nation, the 
harvest passed, the summer ended — 
and they remained unsaved. 


Russia 


Look at Russia today. Up through 
World War I Russia was the most back- 
ward nation of Europe. The Russian 
Orthodox Church was, for the most 
part, a religion of formalism and legal- 
ism, with few sparks of spiritual life. 
The nation was held in the half-slavery 
of feudalism. 


With the connivance of the German 
High Command, Lenin, the atheistic 
Communist, was clandestinely carried 
in a sealed car into Russia with the an- 
ticipated hope that, as he promised, he 
would take Russia out of World War I. 


He did. And the scourge of atheis- 
tic, barbaric, inhuman, conspiratorial 
Communism swept over the land. 


With Stalin and American lend-lease, 
euphemistically so-called, and the deba- 
cle of Teheran and Yalta, Communism 
swept over Eastern Europe and then 
Asia. 


Under the succeeding Kremlin gang- 
sters, Malenkov and Khrushchev, every 
nation on the face of the earth is crawl- 
ing with Communist spies.

marred life, your ideal a broken ideal, 
and all around there lie the littered 
pieces of the man or the woman that 
you might have been. 


But now what shall you do? God put 
you in that place for a high purpose, 
but you have missed your mark. 


Shall God take another man and give 
him your wealth, another woman and 
give her your position? Shall God take 
another student and put him in your 
church? Shall God call another body 
to perform the work your church should 
do? 

Not yet, not yet. He might take an- 
other piece of clay and make that a ves- 
sel but, instead, He comes again to seek 
you. His hand is passing through this 
audience to find you, that the broken 
pieces of your life, your marred and 
spoiled ideal, may be made over again. 


Clergyman, merchant, lady of fashion, 
Christian worker, student, singer — 
God’s hand is feeling for you now. The 
hand of God is, so to speak, laying hold 
upon the broken pieces of your marred 
and spoiled life.

Otherwise 
God would have made you different 
from what you are. 


But your soul, born into His king- 
dom, was a matter of care and thought 
to Him, how best He might nurture you. 
He chose your lot with its irritations, its 
trials, its difficulties, all the agony that 
eats out your nature. 


Though men and women do not 
guess it, He chose it just as it is, be- 
cause in it, if you will let Him, He can 
realize the fairest life within your reach. 


Where is the failure? Look. I think 
I have the wheel before me. My foot is 
working the treadle. It is revolving 
rapidly, horizontally as you know. 


I have placed the clay on it. I begin 
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to manipulate the clay. It rises beneath 
my hand till I come to one certain point 
where, either through some flaw in the 
clay, a bubble or a fault, it resists me. 


Leaving that point, I put my hand 
around again, and in some other di- 
rection endeavor to secure my purpose, 
and then come back to that one point, 
but again I meet that obstruction that 
thwarts me. 


The genius of my brain as an artist 
is complete; the power of my hand to 
manipulate is unrivaled. It is the clay 
that thwarts me, until presently, because 
I have been frustrated again and again, 
the work is a marred, spoiled thing. 


Now is not that true of you? The one 
trouble of my life, years ago, was just 
this about which I am speaking now. 


God was dealing with me. I suppose 
He wanted to make me a vessel fit for 
His use. But there was one point in my 
life where I fought God, as the clay 
fights the hand of the potter. I fought 
God, I will not say for how long. God 
help me! 


The only benefit that I can get now 
out of those years the cankerworm has 
eaten, is to discover the secret in other 
lives while they too are standing still, 
and then to take them to the Christ, to 
whom I went myself. 


There I encourage them to hope that 
He, who years ago took up a spoiled 
and marred life and made a little of it, 
will take other men and women and will 
find out where they have thwarted Him 
— and finding it out, He will touch 
them there, and as they yield to Him 
they will be made again. 


Now what is the point in your life 
where you obstruct God? Allow me to 
search you. 


Where Is It? 


People come to me and speak of the 
different points in which they have 
thwarted God. 


I was once staying with a man, 
a pastor. I had said nothing about 
smoking — I never do single out sins 


— I had not alluded to the habit. 


One day we were walking along a 
street that led over a river. To my sur- 
prise, as we got to the apex of the 
bridge, he took his tobacco pouch and 
pipe and threw them over, then said, 
“There, I have settled that.” 


Turning to me, he said: “I know, 
Mr. Meyer, you have said nothing about 
it. For the last few months God has 
been asking me to set a new example 
to my young men, and I said, ‘Why 
should not I do as I like, and they as 
they like?’

WHAT DOES THE BIBLE 
SAY ABOUT PEACE?

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HE OFTEN-HEARD slogan, “Pray 

For Peace,” is one that strikes a re- 
sponsive chord in every heart. All of 
us deeply desire peace. 


War, conflict, disagreement among 
nations are conditions loathed by every- 
one. And yet is it not true that too of- 
ten our lip-cry for peace is actually a 
heart-cry for “peace on our terms?” 


Winston Churchill, while commenting 
on the failure of world disarmament 
negotiations, used a clever story. 


“Once upon a time,” he said, “all the 
animals in the zoo decided they would 
disarm, and tkey arranged to hold a 
conference to decide the matter. 


“The rhinoceros said that the use of 
teeth in war was barbarous and horri- 
ble, and ought strictly to be prohibited 
by general consent. Horns, which were 
mainly defensive weapons, would of 
course have to be allowed. 


“The buffalo, stag and porcupine said 
they would vote with the rhino, but the 
lion and tiger took a different view. 
They defended teeth, and even claws, 
as honorable weapons. 


“Then the bear spoke up. He pro- 
posed that both teeth and horns should 
be banned. It would be quite enough if 
animals would be allowed to give each 
other a good hug when they quarreled. 
No one would object to that. 


“It was so fraternal, and would be a 
great step toward world peace. How- 
ever, all the other animals were offended 
with the bear, and they fell into a per- 
fect panic.” 

The parable would be very amusing 
if it were not so terribly true! We all 
want peace, but we all wish to dictate 
the terms of the peace. 


Oh, for a voice of authority — a voice 





to silence the confusion of selfish, os- 
tentatious cries for peace heard at every 
corner! 


We have such a voice! It has spoken 
with authority! It has made a sharp 
cleavage through the superfluous lip- 
cries to the very heart of the matter. 


The voice is the voice of the living 
God. His voice is heard as we search 
the pages of His authoritative revelation 


of truth, the Holy Bible. 


Individual Peace 


Our first observation is that the Bible 
teaches us in definite terms that individ- 
ual peace must precede national peace. 


In the Old Testament, God laid down 
fixed principles by which He dealt with 
His people. Among other things, He 
spoke of the possibilities of national dis- 
tresses. 


He knew that things would not go 
smoothly for His people, but assured 
them that if they would meet certain 
conditions when national calamity over- 
took them, then most assuredly He 
would intervene, and the national dis- 
tress would be alleviated. Please note 
carefully the following words: 


“If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sins, and 
will heal their land.” (II Chronicles 
7:14) 

Here we find three important truths: 


(a) Repentance on the part of the in- 
dividual members of the nation 
God’s preliminary requirement. 


(b) When this is done, God will hear, 


and will forgive their sin.

(c) Then the healing of the national 
distress will take place. 


Individual peace must precede inter- 
national peace. 


“When there is peace in the heart, 
there is peace in the family; when there 
is peace in the family, there is peace in 
the community; when there is peace in 
the community, there is peace in the 
nation; when there is peace in the na- 
tion, there is peace in the world.” 


Peace Through Jesus Christ 


How then does the individual find the 
peace he so desperately needs? The 
Bible plainly declares that the peace 
man needs has already been accomplish- 


ed. 


Man has sinned. By his sin, he has 
severed himself from God. God pur- 
posed man to realize immeasurable 
heights of holiness, progress and 
growth; but man willed to set himself 
up as sovereign of his own life. 


Thus God and man were at odds; an 
impassable gulf lay between them. How 
could they become as one again? How 
could peace be restored? 


Interestingly, the New Testament 
word for peace means literally “to bind 
together.” This peace, or “binding to- 
gether,” the Bible says, has been ac- 
complished by Jesus Christ through 
His death on the cross. 


God says, in words impossible to mis- 
understand, “And, having made peace 
through the blood of his cross, by him 
to reconcile all things unto himself.” 
(Colossians 1:20) 


And again: “For he is our peace, who 
hath made both one, and hath: broken 
down the middle wall of partition be- 
tween us.” (Ephesians 2:14) 


Peace Through Faith 


The Bible then explains that this 
peace is accepted and experienced by 
faith: “Therefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” (Romans 5:1) 


“Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that ye 
may abound in hope.” (Romans 15:13 


— 


It is as the individual, aware of his 
need, receives Jesus Christ by faith as 
his Saviour, that this glorious peace be- 
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comes a reality in his experience. This 
cannot be emphasized too much! 


Just as the thirsty one must drink the 
water in order to have his thirst satis- 
fied, so the penitent soul must, by an 
act of his will, actually receive Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord, so that the 
benefits of Christ’s peace will become 
real. 


The difference between salvation and 
peace provided in the death of Christ, 
and the acceptance of the provision 
made, is very well illustrated in the fol- 
lowing incident: 


In 1829, George Wilson was senten- 
ced in Pennsylvania to be hanged by 
the United States Supreme Court for 
robbing the mails and for murder. 


Andrew Jackson, as President of the 
United States, pardoned him, but Wil- 
son refused the pardon and insisted that 
it was not a pardon unless he accepted 
it. That was a point of law never before 


raised in the U.S.A.

The Attorney General said the law 
was silent on the point. The President 
was urged to call upon the Supreme 
Court to decide the point at once, as 
the sheriff must know whether or not 
to hang Wilson. Chief Justice John 
Marshall, one of our greatest jurists, 
gave the following decision: 


“A pardon is a paper, the value of 
which depends upon its acceptance by 
the person implicated. It is hardly to 
be supposed that one under sentence of 
death would refuse to accept a pardon, 
but if it is refused, it is no pardon. 
George Wilson must be hanged.” 


And he was hanged. Who was respon- 
sible for his death? No one but the man 
himself. 


Peace and pardon have been accom- 
plished for you in Christ; God offers 
them to you as a free gift. It is yours 
to decide whether you will accept or re- 
ject the grace thus offered. What is 
your decision? 





Share Your Peace 


Finally, the Bible reminds us that af- 
ter the peace of God has been experi- 
enced by faith, it must then be shared 
with the world. 


Peter explained to the household of 
Cornelius that it was God’s revealed 
will that His people should go every- 
where, “preaching peace by Jesus 


Christ.” 


The world will only see Him as we 
share Him — in the family, in the com- 
munity, in the nation, to the ends of the 
earth. 


Will you not pray this prayer from 
the depths of your being, “Lord, let 
there be peace on earth, and let it be- 
gin with me.”

The Defender 
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(THE PRESS of the nation is having 

a field day with juvenile delinquen- 
cy. It is time to look at the other side 
of the coin. We cannot excuse the par- 
ents; parental delinquency occurs be- 
fore juvenile delinquency begins. 





The word delinquency means “one 
who neglects or fails to perform a duty.” 
We must ask how a teen-ager, a child 
in years and wisdom, can neglect or fail 
to perform a duty he has never learned. 
His duty to society can only be taught 
by the parent. When society becomes 
the teacher the law of the jungle re- 
turns. 


A child is not the product of society; 
he is the product of parents. All his 
relationships and attitudes toward the 
world are conditioned and molded by 
his relationship to his parents. 


What duty can he fail that the par- 
ents have not, in some way, failed first? 
What duty has he neglected that the 
parents have not already fostered by 
their own neglect? 


We must cease the hypocrisy that 
our children, their problems, their sins 
and their breakdown of moral concept, 
springs without prior cause or prior 
foundation from some inherent wicked- 
ness within themselves alone. 


Not only is it not true, but far worse, 
it enables parents as individuals, and 
parents en masse to wash their hands 
of guilt in the sacrificial blood of their 
offsprings’ failures. 


Causes for parental failure are many; 
results can be read in the morning news- 
paper, in the crime statistics, and in 
the fall of scholastic levels in education. 


Respect is the word which rejects the

parental discipline and control. For 
respect, when lost by the child for the 
parent, means rejection. When the 
child has rejected the parent he is the 
easy prey of the evils which lurk in the 
social order. 


A child can love a parent yet have no 
respect for the parent. And such love 
suffers terribly, for the child is help- 
less to curb the lost feeling which the 
lack of respect entails. 


Love of a child for the parent is a 
complex and deep-seated emotion; even 
though the parent disgrace the child, 
the love goes on; it can exist long after 
all respect for the moral judgment or 
action of the parent has ceased. 


Under such stress there develop mo- 
ments when the only outlet for the blind 
frustration this love without respect 
produces, causes the child to lash out 
with force and violence, not only at the 
parent directly, but at the world in 
which he lives. | 


Inner Security 


Respect is based on the feeling of se- 
curity. The child who has learned to 
respect the moral judgment of the par- 
ent is able to face the world outside 
with confidence and courage. 


Our respect for our parents begins 
as we view their status in the world 
around. If that ‘standing falls, or is 
destroyed by the actions of the parent, 
the child loses respect. For respect 
means, as the dictionary defines, “a 
just regard for, an appreciation for 
especially moral worth.” 


Or again, “conformity in heart and

conduct to duty and obligation,” or 
again, “demeanor and deportment.” 


Observe how these definitions tie 
closely to the simple word delinquent. 
Respect and delinquency cannot exist 
together. Where respect for the parent 
is lost, delinquency begins. 


Not long ago, while attending a Jun- 
ior High School graduation, I had to 
observe a disturbing sight. While the 
parents were waiting to meet the young 
graduates after the service, many of 
the mothers broke out their smokes. 


This after the young people had been 
filled with the spirit of advance on mor- 
al wings to guide them. How tragic that 
the smoking mothers and fathers could 
not realize that in their example the 
respect of the child must suffer. 


How many times do mothers and 
fathers leave their youngsters at night 
to go for a round of pleasure at bars, 
returning filled with alcohol to a sitter 
whose qualifications, ability or morals 
are too often a matter of complete un- 
concern. 


Can we expect young drivers to have 
respect when they observe Dad break- 
ing the law; or worse cursing at fellow 
drivers and flying into violent rage in 
traffic? 


Of course such a youngster will make 
excuses for Dad, but the example will 
sink in. When that boy is a father he 
too is quite apt to go through the same 
routine. For the sins of the fathers are 
surely visited on the generations which 
follow. 


If Mary sees mother flirting and car- 
rying on, can she be expected to have 
respect for the sanctity of marriage? 
Or will she be emotionally untouched 
when she hears Mom and Dad cursing 
each other and filling the air with quar- 
reling and bickering? 


Of course she will be touched, and 
touched in the respect she has for her 
parents, so she will be an easy prey 
for bad associates and evil companions. 


When a child observes parents drink- 
ing, he will not have resistance to drink 
when he becomes a young adult. When 
a child observes loose moral habits, 
hears profane language, or listens to 
one parent or the other discuss how 
they beat someone in a slick deal, what 
do we expect to be the outcome?

The Attorney General said the law 
was silent on the point. The President 
was urged to call upon the Supreme 
Court to decide the point at once, as 
the sheriff must know whether or not 
to hang Wilson. Chief Justice John 
Marshall, one of our greatest jurists. 
gave the following decision: 


“A pardon is a paper, the value of 
which depends upon its acceptance by 
the person implicated. It is hardly to 
be supposed that one under sentence of 
death would refuse to accept a pardon, 
but if it is refused, it is no pardon. 
George Wilson must be hanged.” 


And he was hanged. Who was respon- 
sible for his death? No one but the man 
himself. 


Peace and pardon have been accom- 
plished for you in Christ; God offers 
them to you as a free gift. It is yours 
to decide whether you will accept or re- 
ject the grace thus offered. What is 
your decision? 





Share Your Peace 


Finally, the Bible reminds us that af- 
ter the peace of God has been experi- 
enced by faith, it must then be shared 
with the world. 


Peter explained to the household of 
Cornelius that it was God’s revealed 
will that His people should go every- 
where, “preaching peace by Jesus 


Christ.” 


The world will only see Him as we 
share Him — in the family, in the com- 
munity. in the nation, to the ends of the 
earth. 


Will you not pray this prayer from 
the depths of your being, “Lord, let 
there be peace on earth, and let it be- 
gin with me.”

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conduct to duty and obligation,” or 
again, “demeanor and deportment.” 


Observe how these definitions tie 
closely to the simple word delinquent. 
Respect and delinquency cannot exist 
together. Where respect for the parent 
is lost, delinquency begins. 


DELINQUENT 
PARENTS 


Not long ago, while attending a Jun- 
ior High School graduation, I had to 
observe a disturbing sight. While the 
parents were waiting to meet the young 
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THE PRESS of the nation is having 

a field day with juvenile delinquen- 
cy. It is time to look at the other side 
of the coin. We cannot excuse the par- 
ents; parental delinquency occurs be- 
fore juvenile delinquency begins. 


The word delinquency means “one 
who neglects or fails to perform a duty.” 
We must ask how a teen-ager, a child 
in years and wisdom, can neglect or fail 
to perform a duty he has never learned. 
His duty to society can only be taught 
by the parent. When society becomes 
the teacher the law of the jungle re- 
turns. 


A child is not the product of society ; 
he is the product of parents. All his 
relationships and attitudes toward the 
world are conditioned and molded by 
his relationship to his parents. 


What duty can he fail that the par- 
ents have not, in some way, failed first? 
What duty has he neglected that the 
parents have not already fostered by 
their own neglect? 


We must cease the hypocrisy that 
our children, their problems, their sins 
and their breakdown of moral concept, 
springs without prior cause or prior 
foundation from some inherent wicked- 
ness within themselves alone. 


Not only is it not true, but far worse, 
it enables parents as individuals, and 
parents en masse to wash their hands 
of guilt in the sacrificial blood of their 
offsprings’ failures. 


Causes for parental failure are many; 
results can be read in the morning news- 
paper, in the crime statistics, and in 
the fall of scholastic levels in education. 


Respect is the word which rejects the 





parental discipline and control. For 
respect, when lost by the child for the 
parent, means rejection. When the 
child has rejected the parent he is the 
easy prey of the evils which lurk in the 
social order. 


A child can love a parent yet have no 
respect for the parent. And such love 
suffers terribly, for the child is help- 
less to curb the lost feeling which the 
lack of respect entails. 


Love of a child for the parent is a 
complex and deep-seated emotion; even 
though the parent disgrace the child, 
the love goes on; it can exist long after 
all respect for the moral judgment or 
action of the parent has ceased. 


Under such stress there develop mo- 
ments when the only outlet for the blind 
frustration this love without respect 
produces, causes the child to lash out 
with force and violence, not only at the 
parent directly, but at the world in 
which he lives. 


Inner Security 


Respect is based on the feeling of se- 
curity. The child who has learned to 
respect the moral judgment of the par- 
ent is able to face the world outside 
with confidence and courage. 


Our respect for our parents begins 
as we view their status in the world 
around. If that standing falls, or is 
destroyed by the actions of the parent, 
the child loses respect. For respect 
means, as the dictionary defines, “a 
just regard for, an appreciation for 
especially moral worth.” 


Or again, “conformity in heart and

graduates after the service, many of 
the mothers broke out their smokes. 


This after the young people had been 
filled with the spirit of advance on mor- 
al wings to guide them. How tragic that 
the smoking mothers and fathers could 
not realize that in their example the 
respect of the child must suffer. 


How many times do mothers and 
fathers leave their youngsters at night 
to go for a round of pleasure at bars, 
returning filled with alcohol to a sitter 
whose qualifications, ability or morals 
are too often a matter of complete un- 
concern. 


Can we expect young drivers to have 
respect when they observe Dad _ break- 
ing the law; or worse cursing at fellow 
drivers and flying into violent rage in 
traffic? 


Of course such a youngster will make 
excuses for Dad, but the example will 
sink in. When that boy is a father he 
too is quite apt to go through the same 
routine. For the sins of the fathers are 
surely visited on the generations which 
follow. 


If Mary sees mother flirting and car- 
rying on, can she be expected to have 
respect for the sanctity of marriage? 
Or will she be emotionally untouched 
when she hears Mom and Dad cursing 
each other and filling the air with quar- 
reling and bickering? 


Of course she will be touched, and 
touched in the respect she has for her 
parents, so she will be an easy prey 
for bad associates and evil companions. 


When a child observes parents drink- 
ing, he will not have resistance to drink 
when he becomes a young adult. When 
a child observes loose moral habits, 
hears profane language, or listens to 
one parent or the other discuss how 
they beat someone in a slick deal, what 
do we expect to be the outcome? 


Fertile Soil 
A child is like a field of corn plant- 
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ed at the hand of a farmer. It must be 
cultivated and cared for; and if weeds 
grow in it, or if birds attack the young 
corn, or worms enter the ears. shall we 
expect the stalk of corn to clear itself 
of weeds, or birds, or worms? The har- 
vest will be in proportion to the hand 
that cares for it, not less nor greater. 


A child knows respect for law and 
understands obligations, if the child is 
taught respect for law and obligation. 
That teaching is from infancy on. 


A child learns religious habits if it 
is taught religious habits. A child who 
has not been taught how to pray will 
not learn very easily by himself. 


A child will acquire bad habits only 
if he has not been taught to love good 
ways. The foundation for all his life is 
laid down by the parents; if the child 
becomes a teen-ager and goes wrong, 
look to the parent who lost the child. 


Law enforcement officers and educa- 
tional authorities know these things. In 
private they are very bitter, for they 
are expected to prune the tree when the 
roots are planted in rotten soil. 


They have only force with which to 
command respect for the laws of the 
land; the child is helpless and ignorant 
in the face of any other appeal, for he 
never learned respect from the parent. 


Law enforcement seldom is able to 
“get at” the parents; rarely indeed are 
courts able to haul delinquent parents 
before the bar of justice. 


Teachers have an even more diff- 
cult time; trained as they are to observe 
the causes for bad behavior and poor 
learning habits. 


Yet when the teacher calls on the 
mother and father, too often she is met 
not only with indifference but with hos- 
tility. This hostility is evident to the 
child and the task of the teacher is hope- 
less. 


We blame teachers because our chil- 
dren do not learn. We blame the law 
enforcement because we have crime. 
Biggest tragedy of all, we blame our 
children for being what we made them.

When the child rejects the parent 
and the home, it is because the child 
has found the parents or the home lack- 
ing in the answers needed to meet the 
problems of life. 


The Parental Rudder 


The child is constantly yearning to- 
ward the as yet unfolding, yet unopened 
future. Like a river flowing toward an 
unseen and distant sea, the child flows 
in the direction the times and conditions 
of life impel him to go. 


Guidance, or its lack, begins with the 
parent, not with society, or even the 
physical circumstances of life. Poverty 
and lack of formal education have noth- 
ing whatever to do with moral fibre. 


Many and many a wonderful charac- 
ter of highest moral aim has emerged 
from a poor home. But in that home 
was a mother or father whose view on 
life, though simple, had a firm hold 
on virtue and the love of God. 


The child might be tempted, but his 
roots would be too strongly planted in 
the soil of right thinking and right ac- 
tion for serious damage to be done by 
the passing storms of early teenhood 
and the beginning of adult life. 


Whether we like it or not, the chil- 
dren of today will run our country to- 
morrow. If we want to know what kind 
of government we will have, how much 
crime we will have, or whether violence 
and lawlessness will be the order of the 
day, we need only look at the youth be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and twenty. 
For in twenty years or less these chil- 
dren will be grown and will be running 
things. 


The scars, frustrations, the fears and 
hates, as well as the good we have im- 
planted in them, will condition their 
thinking, and as they think, so will their 
world become. 


Take care we must that a bitter, un- 
happy and untrained youth of today 
does not ascend to the seat of power to- 
morrow. For if that occurs, woe unto 
America for we shall have sown the 
wind and will reap the whirlwind. 


Look to the parent. We must train 
the parents if we would have good citi- 
zens of tomorrow.

Some realistic facts were recently 
brought to light as the result of a study 
of delinquency conducted at Harvard 
University. 


The survey showed that: 


Six out of every ten juvenile delin- 
quents have fathers who drink to excess. 


Many have mothers who drink in ex- 
cess. 


Three out of four are permitted by 
parents to come and go as they please. 


Three out of five are from homes 
where there is discord between parents. 


Seven out of ten are from homes 
where there is no group or family re- 
creation.

2. Parents do not provide proper 
home life.

Read these points over again careful- 
ly and note that each reason for our 
juvenile problems begins with the par- 
ents. Then examine your own home. 
Don’t think that these errors do not in- 
vade the Christian home. They often do.

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N THE RUINS OF PETRA, the Mys- 

tery City of Wadi Musa, there is 
much to capture the attention and imag- 
ination of the reader or the traveler. 


This little known city (see The De- 
fender, August 1955, page 6) is one of 
the beauty spots of the East, and it 
would be nearly impossible to over- 
state its unique character in beauty, the 
large number of monuments and the ex- 





treme ruggedness and isolation of its 
locale. 


All who have seen this ancient strong- 
hold in the Mountains of Seir have re- 
ported its wonders that have been carv- 
ed from the solid rock. 


Petra is the Greek name that has 
been given to the large group of rose- 
rock ruins to the south of the Dead Sea. 
Sela is the Hebrew equivalent, for both 





words mean “rock,” a title descriptive 
of the city and the ruins that are sur. 
rounded on all sides by rocky cliffs and 
gorges. 


The most striking characteristic of 
the city is the carving of the rock of the 
cliffs into ornate fronts of temples and 
tombs. Although known generally by 
terms stressing the rocky carvings, the 
name Mystery City of Wadi Musa seems 
a little more romantic. 


Wadi Musa means Moses’ Valley, and 
some tradition exists to the effect that 
this is the location where Moses smote 
the rock to provide water for the chil- 
dren of Israel during their wilderness 
wanderings. 


Because Petra is off the regular beat- 
en tourist path, it is seldom visited and 
not generally known. For centuries it 
was lost to the western world and was 
regarded as a myth by some until re- 
discovered in the 19th century. Even a 
casual introduction to this mystery city 
provokes deeper study into its strange 
structures and exceptional history. 


The ruins of Petra are found in one 
of the most unusual, isolated and his- 
toric locations of the world. It is, per- 
haps, because of its location that Petra 
has become a city of mystery. 


Geographically situated in a Middle 
East still hostile to those of the West, 
guarded by natural barriers that would 
discourage all but the most determined, 
the rock city has been by-passed by all 
but a very few. 


Geographical Location 


This former capital of Edom (or 
Idumaea) is in the desert region of the 
present-day Hashemite Kingdom of 
Trans-Jordan. It may be located on a 
map at a latitude of 30° 15’ N and 
longitude 35° 35’ E. The main city 
stands on a small mountzin-locked plain 
at an altitude of 2800 feet. 


In relation to some of its neighbors, 
Petra is some 100 miles southeast of 
Jerusalem, about 60 miles south of the 
Dead Sea in the Mount Seir range, and 
along the edge of the Arabian Desert. 


The ruins themselves lie to the east 
of the Wadi el-Araba, the great valley 
that continues the rift of the Jordan 
River from the Dead Sea to the Gulf of 
Aqaba, and the city is linked to the 
Araba by the Wadi Sabrah. 


This places the ruins midway between 
Ezion-geber on the Gulf of Aqaba and 
Gaza on the Mediterranean Sea. The 
nearest village is Elji to the east and 
just a short distance from Wadi Musa. 


Petra is on the old Muslim pilgrim 
road to Medina and Mecca and the tra- 
veler may see at various points along 





the road the old Turkish forts and ma- 
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sonry pools which once furnished water 
to soldier and devout Muslim alike. 


Even though fallen into disuse, the 
mystery city still stands at the converg- 
ence of many of the principal caravan 
routes of the Arab world. 


On the west passes the old way up 
the Araba Valley from the Red Sea and 
Egypt. From the southeast the track 
from the Hedjaz and southern Arabia 
and the frankincense route from Yemen 
wind through the desert. 


All of these and others passed by 
Petra on their way northward to Gaza, 
Damascus, Jerusalem, Palmyra and the 
other great cities of the Middle East. 


Petra commanded all of these cara- 
van routes from the Persian Gulf, the 
Red Sea and the Mediterranean, pri- 
marily because it was the only city so 
uniquely supplied with the necessary 
shelter, protection and provision in an 
otherwise desolate wilderness. Yet this 
same protective isolation that provided 
a resting place, storehouse, security and 
a never-failing water supply has been 
the factor that has hidden its wonders 
during past centuries. 


The Modern Visitor 


It has been possible during the last 
150 years for the determined traveler 
or archaeologist to visit Petra on oc- 
casion. It must be recognized, however, 
that travel to this age-old citadel is ex- 
tremely difficult and sometimes danger- 
ous, especially so since the Israeli-Arab 
war, the Suez crisis and, even more re- 
cently, the Syrian-Trans-Jordan unrest. 


The European or American traveler, 
tolerated before, is now highly unwel- 
come and perhaps even unable to obtain 
a visa to enter the land to visit Petra. 


Those who have made the trek to the 
ruins of the rock city have followed a 
set pattern agreed upon by the govern- 
ment and the residents of the area who 
have made some of their living by pro- 
viding horses and supplies to the tour- 
ists, 


Most visitors come to Petra by way 
of Amman, the capital of Trans-Jordan. 
From Amman the journey is made by 
automobile to the town of Ma’an, then 
to the spring Ain Musa (Moses’ 
Spring), and finally the village of Elji. 
At Elji there is a police post and, by 
arrangement with local residents, horses 
are provided for the balance of the 
journey to Petra. 


Shortly after leaving Elji the visitor 
enters Wadi Musa (Moses’ Valley) for 
the descent into the rock city of Jdu- 
maea. The route soon becomes uneven 
and the suroundings great rocks. The 
whole area is a great mass of towering 
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mountains cut into every conceivable 
shape. 


Presently the valley narrows to a 
tunnel-like gorge that approaches Petra 
from the east. This is the only prac- 
tical entrance to the city and is called 
Es-Siq (the Cleft). Es-Sig covers a dis- 
tance of about a mile and a quarter in 
a straight line, but considerably farther 
as it winds and twists through the cliffs. 


At times it narrows to a mere 20 feet 
and rises on the sides in sheer cliffs 
to great heights almost to the point of 
shutting out the light of the sun in some 
places. With its stream of water taking 
some room, the trail being worn away 
with time and the elements, Es-Siq is 
barely passable for a loaded horse in 
some spots. 


A hint of what lies ahead is seen oc- 
casionally along the rough and tortur- 
ous trail — the ruins of an ancient arch, 
some of the old stone blocks that once 
paved this highway, channels cut into 
the sides of the cliff to carry water to 
the city, huge caves that may have serv- 
ed as storehouses for caravans of the 
past. 


Brilliant Colorings 


Above all, the traveler notes along 
this romantic ravine the unusual color- 
ing of the all-pervading rocks, mainly 
a deep brown-red which, even without 
the working of man, have assumed 
shapes and shades that would rival the 
work of the greatest of the artists. 


Es-Siqg ends without warning in a 
cross-gorge faced with perhaps the most 
famous of the ruins, El Khazna, of 
which we will have more to say later. 


The shock of its magnificence does 
not have time to wear off before the 
visitor realizes that he has emerged 
from Es-Siq into the plain of the city 
of Petra with its enclosing cliffs carved 
into hundreds of homes, temples, am- 
phitheaters, roads and altars. They are 
everywhere in view and branch out to 
fill the ravines in every direction. 


Before we consider some of these 
ruins, let us attempt to answer the ques- 
tion that quite naturally would rise in 
the mind of any who view either first- 
hand or in picture, this unusual city. 


Who bestowed the labor on these im- 
mense rocks to create the massive mon- 
uments? Although Petra is now an iso- 
lated, seldom-seen ruin, mention of the 
city by various names and over a long 
period of time is found in recorded his- 
tory. 


The Bible gives many accounts of 
Petra (or Sela) and without doubt is 
the earliest. This is the region of the 
traditional home of Yaweh (Jehovah) 
and is not too far distant from Mount 
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Sinai, also prominent in the religions 
that worship Jehovah. 


“And he said, The Lord came from 
Sinai, and rose up from Seir unto them; 
he shined forth from mount Paran, and 
he came with ten thousands of saints: 
from his right hand went a fiery law for 
them.” (Deuteronomy 33:2) 


The word Seir is but one of many 
names applied to Petra in the Bible. As 
Petra is the Greek name, so is Seir one 
of the Hebrew names. It means rough 
and refers to the craggy mountains of 
the region. 


Another of the Hebrew names is Sela, 









meaning lofty, a craggy rock, a fortress, 
stronghold or, specifically, this rock 
city of Idumaea. 


Idumaea is the Greek equivalent of 
the Hebrew word Edom, another of the 
titles of our mystery city. The name 
Edom, taken from the man Esau, who 
was the father of the Edomites, means 
red, and well fits the rose-rock city. 
“Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: Esau 
is Edom.” (Genesis 36:8) 


The Horites 


The earliest inhabitants of Petra were 
undoubtedly the Horites or Horims, first 
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mentioned in Genesis 14:5,6: “And in 
the fourteenth year came Chedorlaomer, | 
and the kings that were with him, and 
smote the Rephaims in Ashteroth Kar- 
naim, and the Zuzims in Ham, and the 
Emims in Shaveh Kiriathaim, and the 
Horites in their mount Seir, unto El- 
paran, which is by the wilderness.” 
This account is dated about the year 
B.C. 1918. 


The Horites were the original cave 
dwellers, or troglodytes of Mount Seir. | 
They are also mentioned in Deuteron- 
omy 2:12: 


“The Horims also dwelt in Seir be- | 
foretime; but the children of Esau suc- © 
ceeded them.” Genesis 36:20-30 gives ~ 
the names of the dukes (sheiks) that de- 
scended from Seir the Horite. 


These Horites were followed by the © 
Edomites, descendants of Esau, the twin 
brother of Jacob (Israel). “And Jacob 
sent messengers before him to Esau his — 
brother unto the land of Seir, the coun- 
try_ of Edom.” (Genesis 32:3) 


Originally Petra was Esau’s hideout 
as a hunter and it was dominated by the 
Edomites for a long period of time. 


About 1450 B.C. the children of Is- 
rael, after leaving Egypt, sent emissaries | 
to the king of Edom and asked for per- 
mission to pass through Petra to enter 
the Promised Land by a more direct 
route, but the request was denied. This 
is related in Numbers 20:14-22. 


Later, about 1025 B.C., David voiced 
a desire to storm the city and bring it 
into captivity. “Who will bring me into 
the strong city? who will lead me into 
Edom?” (Psalm 108:10) The ambi- 
tion was later accomplished by Ama- 
ziah, King of Judah, around 830 B.C., 
as recorded in II Chronicles 25:11-12: 


“And Amaziah strengthened himself, ’ 
and led forth his people, and went to the 
valley of salt, and smote of the children 
of Seir ten thousand. And other ten 
thousand left alive did the children of | 
Judah carry away captive, and brought 
them unto the top of the rock, and cast 
them down from the top of the rock,’ 
that they all were broken in pieces.” 


It is highly possible that the top of 
the rock referred to is one of the moun- | 
tain strongholds of Petra, Umm El- 
Biyara, a high rock peak accessible only 
by a rock-cut stairway. 



































Jeremiah’s Prophecy

tles, beginning at Je- 
rusalem, were instrumental in oullicising 
this important event to all the then-known 
world. Acts 13:49 says “And the word of 
the Lord was published throughout all the 
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the Lord. Also Edom shall be a desola- 
tion: every one that goeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss at all the 
plagues thereof.” (Jeremiah 49:16-17) 


The city continued several hundred 
years after this time and was inhabited 
in the time of Christ and after. Some 
think this is the place the Apostle Paul 
spent the three years after his conver- 
sion learning of Christ. 


Nor is profane history silent on our 
city of mystery, if one will but search 
it out. These records also cite the im- 
portance of Petra in commerce and re- 
ligion. 

The city reached the zenith of its 
glory between the 5th Century B.C. and 
the 5th Century A.D. Some historians 
credit the rock city with a population 
of some 267,000 at its peak. 


The Jewish historian Josephus men- 
tions the city several times in his works 
and states that the city was called Re- 
kem at one time, after the king who 
built it, and later Arecem. 


He also states that it was in this area 
that Phineas fought against Midian and 
that the people of the city were very 
rich. He also records a parallel account 
of the Biblical record of the deaths of 


Miriam and Aaron in this region. 


The first inhabitants were probably 
Troglodytes, or cave dwellers who, ap- 


| parently for safety, made their dwell- 


ings high on the cliffs. Later a people 


_ of Egyptian stock dwelt in Petra and the 


city at times came under Egyptian do- 
mination. 


The most prominent inhabitants were 


' the Nabataeans, descendants of Ishmael. 


son of Abraham by Hagar the Egyptian 
maid-servant. Sometime about 312 B.C. 
this nation first came into prominence 
by dispossessing the Edomites from the 
Seir region. 


Petra was the capital of their king- 
dom that stretched as far north as Da- 
mascus, west to Gaza and east to the 
central part of the Arabian peninsula. 
They spoke Arabic and Aramaic and 
left many inscriptions and monuments, 
their art being similar to that of the 
Greeks. During this time the whole 
area became known as Arabia Petraea. 


The Roman Influence 


Near the end of the Maccabean rule 
in Palestine, Petra was invaded by Pom- 
pey, who forced the Nabataeans to pay 
tribute to Rome. 


In 105 A.D. the Emperor Trajan con- 
quered Petra and in 131 A.D. visited 


| the city and praised its wonders. Re- 





duced to the status of a Roman prov- 
ince, the area became known as Arabia 
and began a gradual decline except as 
a religious center for the god Dhushara, 
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to whom many of the temples, monu- 
ments and altars in the high places had 
been built. 


Some time prior to 447 A.D. Chris- 
tianity made some inroads in Petra and 
at least one tomb was used as a church. 
This foothold was swept away by the 
Mohammedan conquest in 629-632 A.D. 
Later, under the Latin Kingdom, Petra 
was occupied by Baldwin I. 


The stronghold was held by the 
Franks until 1189 and some ruins of 





the Crusaders’ Citadel are still standing. 
In 1516 A.D. the Turkish Empire gain- 
ed control of the depleted city and its 
surrounding territory and the city was 
forgotten to the western world. 


In 1812 John Lewis Burckhardt, a 
Swiss traveler, disguised himself as a 
sheik and succeeded in penetrating this 
desert city to once again bring it from 
the realm of a myth to that of reality 
for the traveler and student. 


After the overthrow of the Turkish 
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the sandstone cliffs, the colors of which 
beggar description at some hours of the 
day. Here they see a man-made fairy- 
land fortress that defied the greatest 
armies of the past. One archaeologist, 
on first seeing the city, said: 


“The sight before our eyes cannot 
be forgotten. All the colors and shades 
of the rainbow burst into an indescrib- 
able conflagration: white, vermillion, 
saffron, pink, orange-crimson, and oth- 
er variations. It is as if some giant 
hand had poured all the colors into a 
great kettle and was stirring them with 
a huge ladle.” 


Hand-Carved Monuments 


There are more than a thousand 
hand-carved monuments of various sizes 
and degrees of preservation in Petra. 
Some have considered them temples, 
other tombs; they may have been both. 
Many were produced by the Naba- 
taeans, but Egyptian, Greek and Roman 
influence is also seen. 


Some of the earlier tombs and caves 
have been hewed away to make the later 
ones. The early Nabataean ruins are 
of the simple pylon type, a later group 
has the semi-circular arch and still la- 
ter the elaborate facades copied from 
the Roman temples. 


These large monuments were built 
by starting on the upper parts of the

cliffs and blocking out the work, cutting 
downward and completing each phase 
before quarrying more rock away to 
produce the lower portions of the mon- 
ument. 


Throughout the cliffs and buildings 
and on the “high places,” there are 
niches for Dhushara stones, the uncut 
black stones that were objects of wor- 
ship. 

It would be impossible in a short 
paper to deal even briefly with many 
of the monuments, altars, pylons, ac- 
queducts, roads, high places, arches, 
palaces, etc., but we can give the names 
and main features of a few. 


The first the traveler sees has many 
names that seek to describe its signifi- 
cance. It is called by some the Rose 
Temple, but most commonly El Khazna, 
or The Treasury (see illustration in 
heading of this article, page 22).

In the southeast corner of the city is 
“The Theater.” This structure is at 
the foot of the mount Zibb ’Atouf and 
carved from its approaches. It is slight- 
ly less than semi-circular with 33 tiers 
of seats capable of seating some 3,000 
people. This is definitely of the Rom- 
an era and many of the older monu- 
ments were cut away in its construction. 


The Qasr Fara’oun (Castle of Phar- 
aoh) is the only substantial masonry 
ruin still standing, and is mostly intact, 
except for the roof. This is a large 
building with lower and upper rooms 
and a massive altar 41 feet square by 
six feet high. 


The Place Of Sacrifice 


One of the most interesting of the 
monuments and also one of the oldest is 
the “Great High Place of Sacrifice” on 
the top of the peak Zib ’Atouf. 


This high place is reached by a rock- 
hewn stairway almost a mile in length. 
At the summit there are two altars and 
two obelisks. 


One of the altars is hollowed out so 
as to form a firebox or furnace to be 
used in connection with the sacrifice. 
The other altar, rounded like a pool, 
served as a receptacle into which the 
blood of the victims could be drained. 


The two great obelisks, standing 20 
feet high, were produced by quarrying 
away the whole top of the mountain. 
Beyond the two pillars is a rectangular 
court carved out of rock, 47 by 21 feet 
and from five to nine inches deep.

Some of the other names given to 
monuments in Petra are Obelisk, Urn, 
Corinthian, Three-Storied and _ Peir 
Temple. Of the thousand or so tombs 
and temples of Petra, 25 or 30 are dated 
during the Greek and Roman times 
and these are by far the largest and 
most imposing. 


In addition to the cliff carvings there 
once stood a city in the plain that ex- 
tends about a mile and a quarter on 
either side of the Wadi Musa. The main 
street of the city ran along the wadi and 
at one place ran through a triple Trium- 


phal Arch. 


The ancient city was not only protect- 
ed by the mountains but by two walls, 
one on the north and another on the 
south, with their gates providing the 
only access other than Es-Sig. The en- 
closed area was about two and one-half 
miles square. 


Most of the dwellings of Petra stood 
on the north side of Wadi Musa, the 
public buildings on the south. The chan- 
nel of the water course was carefully 
walled and was crossed by several 
bridges. The public buildings included 
temples, baths and shops. Now all the 
ruins of the once thriving city lie under 
several feet of earth. 


Retribution? 


The visitor to Petra or the serious 
reader cannot but be impressed with 
the magnificence of the ruins, even in 
their desolation. Here was once a migh- 
ty and flourishing city, yet it is now de- 
serted, a tourist attraction, a camp for 
an occasional bedouin. 


For the Bible scholar it calls attention 
to the time when the city was mighty 
and refused an act of kindness to the 
children of Israel as they escaped Egypt 
and made their way to Canaan. Retri- 
bution? Perhaps. We think also of 
some prophetic statements uttered dur- 
ing the height of Petra’s power: 


“Thy terribleness hath deceived thee, 
and the pride of thine heart, O thou that 
dwellest in the clefts of the rock, that 
holdest the height of the hill: though 
thou shouldest make thy nest as high as 
the eagle, I will bring thee down from 
thence, saith the Lord. Also Edom 
shall be a desolation.” (Jeremiah 49: 
16-17) 


“The pride of thine heart hath deceiv- 
ed thee, thou that dwellest in the clefts 
of the rock, whose habitation is high; 
that saith in his heart, Who shall bring 
me down to the ground? (Edom) 
Though thou exalt thyself as the eagle, 
and though thou set thy nest among the 
stars, thence will I bring. thee down, 
saith the Lord.” (Obadiah 3,4) 


Thus it has become merely Petra, 
Mystery City of Wadi Musa.

“There are enovgh super-bombs in 
existence to ‘ill everybody, er nearly 
everybody, on earth,” observes Dr. 
Linus Pauling, American Nobel prize- 
winning chemist. 


Pauling estimates the United States 
alone has stockpiled seventy-five thou- 
sand nuclear bombs, and warns, “four 
thousand (only 4,000) ‘super bombs’ 
dropped at intervals, could exterminate 
all human life.” 


No less an authority than Dr. W. H. 
Pickering, Director of California Insti- 
tute of Technology’ s jet propulsion 
branch, claims, “In half an hour, the 
East and the West could destroy civili- 
zation.” He asks. “How long can man- 
kind go on living this way?” 


Almost vainly do we mortals seek to 
write the prescription for our planet’s 
problems. We experiment with Sum- 
mit Meetings. Top conferees burn the 
midnight oil. Bi-lateral and tri-lateral 
dickerings result in deadlocks. High 
level hagglings lead down blind alleys! 


All the while spreading plagues, 
threatening our very existence, remain 
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immune to political poultices. But, that 
we should keep on trying is most under- 
standable. 


Humanity’s innate desire for surviv- 
al drives us on to find the way out of 
the mess we are in. Every man’s in- 
tuition tells him there must be an an- 
swer to the dilemma of our day. 


He knows Adam’s race was never 
made to wind up hiding in a steel-rein- 
forced concrete bomb shelter in the 
back yard, only to inevitably succumb 
days later to radiation ... to the last 
man! He knows man was not created 
for so ignominious an end. 


But where is that elusive remedy? 
On what rests the future hope of the 
world, if there is to be a future hope 
... or even a world? Confusion and 
doubt trouble honest minds. 


A Relevant Question 


“To be, or not to be,” is more than 
ever the relevant question. We are 
nearer annihilation at this moment than 
ever before, and no one need be remind- 
ed of the near-futility of mere man’s 
devices to fend off a man-made day of 
doom toward which the world acceler- 
ates. 


This is no time for guessing games! 
Man’s survival, to say nothing of the 
honor of the God Who created him for 
His glory, depends upon somebody 
coming up with the right answer! 


That same Bill Pickering, of Cal Tech, 
feels confident a solution is in the off- 
ing, but he reminds, “That solution is 
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not in laboratories, but in the heart and 
mind of man.” 


Basically, then, the problem becomes 
spiritual more than political with the 
solution hinging on single individuals, 
one at a time, with national and inter- 
national involvements as but overtones. 


The disease, once properly diagnos- 
ed, points up a two-fold cure. ‘First, 
the necessity of rightly relating our- 
selves to God, individually, “through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Secondly, and 
necessarily, follows the God-related- 
man’s proper, responsible relationship 
with the world. 


If the world is going to be saved, it 
is not going to be saved by an unsaved 
man. If we are learning any valuable 
lesson in this twentieth century, it is 
the lesson that our generation cannot 
be redeemed by men who are not them- 
selves redeemed! 


So we must begin where God begins, 
with the least common denominator . 


a Man. 


The story is told of the weary dad. at 
end of day, newspaper in hand, slipper- 
ed and comfortably settled in the easy 
chair. 


His cuddly little daughter didn’t add 
anything to his peace and quiet. To oc- 
cupy her apart, he tore a world map 
into jig-saw pieces and gave her a home 
work assignment. He was amazed to 
find her tugging at him again in short 
order. 


She explained, “on the other side was 
the face of a man ... and when I got 
the man right, the world turned out 
right.” 


Indeed, and if the world is to turn out 
right; if preservation is the goal; if 
we'd like to see mankind avoid disap- 
pearing in the dust of an atomic ex- 
plosion ... the individual man has to 
be put right. Right, first of all, in his 
own personal relationship with God, 
and then in proper relationship with his 
fellow-man. 


Personal Redemption 


It follows that the greatest contribu- 
tion any person can make toward the 
desired objective is for that individual 
to unqualifiedly give his heart and life 
to God, be redeemed himself spiritually, 
and then commence in dead earnest to 
work for the redemption of mankind as 
commanded by Jesus Christ in the 
Great Commission. 
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Should the worse come to the worst 
and cataclysm hit this poor earth. the 
greatest he could possibly suffer, along 
with all the rest, would be the loss of 
his life. And he’s got to lose that even- 
tually, anyway, so a few days more or 
less are really not too consequential. 


As for his redeemed soul, the holo- 
caust the scientists are talking about 
would only be an Elijah’s chariot of fire 
transporting him by a shortcut route 
to heaven. 


Whether school keeps or not, if the 
world is blown into smithereens, he 
died trying to avert disaster in the right 
way and can confidently expect God to 
“keep that which was committed unto 
Him against the evil day.” And who 
wants to die in bed anyway? 


But even this philosophy tends to es- 
capism and is much too negative to 
correspond to man’s inbred cry for self- 
preservation which may be regarded as 
divinely implanted. 


The chances are, that that rightly-re- 
lated-to-God man, that saved man, and 
another like him ... and another ... 
ever multiplying in number; counting 
more and more for God and humanity; 
seeking ever to further His cause 
throughout the world; faithfully wit- 
nessing and winning other men to God 
out of every kindred, tongue, tribe and 
nation; praying daily, as per Christ’s 
instructions, “Thy will be done on earth 
... as it is in heaven,” and putting feet 
to those prayers ... and who knows, 
perhaps there won’t be either the pre- 
dicted communist coup ... or atomic 
disintegration. 


Change enough individual men and 
you have changed the world. Save 
enough souls and you may save the 
world the tragedy the scientists predict. 


Wishful thinking? Perhaps, and yet 
who can tell what could happen to our 
world, for good, between right now 
and the “deadline” the physicists are 
giving the statesmen to work out their 
problems. 


According to the best Authority on 
all subjects, redeemed men are the “salt 
of the earth ... and the light of the 
world.” Salt is a preserving quality 
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and light a radiation. dispelling dark- 
ness anywhere in the world. 


A Right Relationship 


By Christ’s own two definitions of 
that man who is rightly related to God, 
and consequently to the world, it is 
more than just inferred that he is an in- 
ternationalist ... of sorts! Actually, he 
is for salvation to the ends of the earth, 
spiritually and otherwise. 


No other agent, or agency, has ever 
been so endowed or appointed. Even 
the United Nations could not claim such 
a distinction. 


Jesus Christ, Who was never known 
to minimize a fact or stretch the truth 
by a hair’s breadth, puts His finger on 
the pulse of our sick age and says to 
His followers, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth ... Ye are the light of the world.” 


Now, let’s assume that Mr. Khrush- 
chev is wrong, that our grandchildren 
will not be obliged to live in the com- 
munist world! Let’s assume our gener- 
ation will be spared annihilation and 
that the question “to be or not to be” 
is to have an affirmative answer. 


If these postulates hold true, God 
grant they may, history will verify and 
our grandchildren will discover that 
salvation came not through the savants 
of science, per se, but through the serv- 
ants of the Saviour. 


It becomes increasingly clearer all 
the time that the job of the Christian, be 
he statesman, clergyman or layman, 
is to save the world by riveting the 
eyes of the world upon the Saviour of 
the world. That disciple must take 
Christ to the world and bring the world 
to Christ ... or there probably won’t 
be any world. 


It is folly to expect men who are not 
redeemed, themselves, to redeem the 
world, however able, earnest and sin- 
cere.

Each of these leaders has his part, 
but it is not the chief part ... and if he 
is an ungodly man, it is most certainly 
a very minor part if, indeed, it is any 
part at all. 


No, to successfully gainsay Mr. 
Khrushchev’s prophecy, and still have 
a world left over, the individual must 
be, or become, a Christian. And then 
he must busy himself in a pursuit, com- 
pared with which all else is secondary. 


In all he must “seek first the king- 
dom,” and fervently pray, “Thy will be 
done on earth.” 


He must engage in the monopolizing 
occupation of “making disciples of all 
nations.” He must share the “Gospel 
with every creature,” as per his march- 
ing orders outlined in the Great Com- 
at (Mark 6:15; Matthew 28:19,

“MY HOPES AND PRAYERS have 

been and still are that my pictures 
may lead many to be inspired with con- 
fidence in Christ and moved in spirit to 
accept Him as Saviour and King,” says 
artist Sallman. 


Warner Sallman has been a modest, 
humble and devout Christian all his life. 
He knows and loves the Holy Bible. It 
has been his life’s inspiration and con- 
stant guide. 


As a youngster he often stretched out 
in typical boyish fashion on the floor 
intently studying the book of Bible il- 
lustrations by Gustave Dore. Little did 
he realize that his own works of art 
— one day be bound within the 

ible. 


The Bible illustrations which he lov- 
ed so well set his soul aflame with a 
burning desire to become a Christian 
artist. His teachers encouraged his 
artistic interests and his church steadied 
him in his dreams and hopes. He took 
an apprenticeship in an art studio at 
the age of fourteen, studying evenings 
in the Chicago Art Institute. 








For a long time the youthful artist 
had been struck with the inadequate 
way in which Christ was usually pictur- 
ed.

Seventeen Paintings 


The series starts with the “Head of 
Christ” and is found at the fifth chapter 
of Matthew’s Gospel. Appropriately, the 
Bible text opposite the picture is the 
Beatitudes, which is part of Christ’s 
Sermon on the Mount. The series pro- 
ceeds with a beautiful reproduction of 
“The Baby Jesus.” 


Following in order is “The Boy 
Christ,” then Jesus is shown as a young 
man in a beautiful portrayal called 
“The Carpenter of Nazareth.” 


The next high light in Jesus’ life is 
titled “Christ At Dawn,” showing Jesus 
as He sat on the mountain in early 
morning prayer just before He started 
out on His mission of calling His dis- 
ciples.

Dr. Haske M. Miller, author of this 


volume.

In his foreword, the author expresses 
such thoughts as ... 


“Juvenile delinquency is a serious 
problem, terribly costly in personal hap- 
piness and social resources, and appears 
to be increasing in incidence and grav- 
ity in American society at an alarming 
rate. 


“The causes are not easily ascertain- 
ed, but obviously are related to con- 
ditions of change and instability in so- 
ciety and the general culture, especially 
as these come to focus in families and 
in certain aspects of community life .. . 


“Though there is no easy short cut 
to prevention, there is no reason to as- 
sume that nothing can be done about 
the problem of delinquency. Ignorance 
of the true nature of the problem, apa- 
thy, and inadequate, uncoordinated ef- 
forts are the main barriers to achieve- 
ment. 


“Much can be done if we are willing 
to put the worth of children and youth 
foremost among our value concerns and 
to dedicate ourselves to the kind of com- 
prehensive total effort that will focus on 
individual needs, on family life, on 
community improvement, on expansion 
and coordination of welfare services, 
and on sincere efforts to reorganize and 
redeem many aspects of culture patterns 
and the social structure. 


“The problem is largely one of ju- 


veniles in a delinquent society. 


“As one of the responsible institu- 
tional agencies of society, to say noth- 
ing of its specifically spiritual obliga- 
tions, the church faces a great challenge 
to help save our democracy’s children. 


“Christians must do more than de- 
plore delinquency and criticize the de- 
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linquent. They must engage prayerfully 
and intelligently in the preventive and 
redemptive tasks called for by kingdom 
purposes. 


“This book has been prepared as an 
aid to concerned Christians who wish 
to be informed on the problem of juve- 
nile delinquency but who have not had 
the opportunity for professional study 
of the subject.” 


In the first chapter the author brings 
out some rather startling statistics: 


“Possibly 2-million children and 
youths ‘come to the attention’ of the 
nation’s police annually; several times 
as many probably commit offences for 
which they are referred to other agen- 
cies or are never apprehended; almost 
half a million cases are handled by ju- 
venile courts each year, and about 
1,500,000 others who come before the 
police are disposed of without formal 
proceedings .. 


“The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion’s figures for 1955 showed that juve- 
niles 18 years of age and under com- 
mitted 68 per cent of the auto thefts, 
57.6 per cent of the burglaries, 61 per 
cent of the larcenies, 27 per cent of the 
robberies, 23.4 per cent of the rapes, 
9.6 per cent of the assault cases, and 
6.9 per cent of the homicides.” 


Do not think for one minute, how- 
ever, that the author devotes his entire 
time to criticizing the youth of America. 
Far from it. 


In this volume he makes practical 
suggestions which can be carried out on 
either a personal level, or through the 
church, the family, or the community. 


This will be especially noted in his 
chapter on “What Can The Churches 
Do.” Here he lists a total of fifteen 
varied actions which churches desir- 
ing to help combat juvenile delinquency 
may consider. 


He writes: “Churches which bother 
to inform themselves concerning the 
work with juveniles which is being done 
by police, courts, institutions, and child- 
care agencies will discover many ways 
in which they can help toward the 
achievement of Christian ends and pur- 
poses.” 


For anyone who is interested in the 
future of America, this book should be 
completely digested. For as the youth 
go, so goes the nation. 
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THE HOLY SPIRIT 


by Rev. Edwin H. Palmer (Baker 
Book House, 174 pages, cloth bind- 
ing, price $3.50) 


This is a thorough and comprehen- 
sive work on the Holy Spirit. It unfolds 
the teaching of Scripture on the Third 
Person of the Trinity in such a way that 
the person and work of the Holy Spirit 
regains the significance of which He has 
been robbed in our century. 


The presentation is clear and vivid. 
The message is pertinent and practical. 
This is a book for the everyday Chris- 
tian reader, as well as for the minister 
and Bible student. 


The chapters of this book could well 
serve as the basis for a series of ser- 
mons on the Holy Spirit. They also fit 
in very nicely with the present series 
of Sunday School lessons. 


THE EPISTLES OF PAUL 


by W. J. Conybeare (Baker 
Book House, 232 pages, cloth bind- 
ing, price $2.50) 


This volume embodies the transla- 
tion of the Epistles of St. Paul, together 
with the notes and comments as found 
in “The Life and Epistles of St. Paul,” 
by Conybeare and Howson. 


There has been a persistent demand 
for this part of the larger work in a 
separate volume. This translation and 
notes was the contribution of W. J. 
Conybeare. 


Stated the authors concerning the 
Epistles of Paul, “It is in these letters 
that we must study the true life of St. 
Paul ... Their most sacred contents in- 
deed rise above all that is peculiar to 
the individual writer; for they are the 
communication of God to man concern- 
ing the faith and life of Christians ... 
But his manner of teaching these eternal 
truths is colored by his human charac- 
ter, and is peculiar to himself.”

It is obvious that a whole book could 
be written about any one of the subjects 
touched upon in this volume. However, 
the author is not interested in a com- 
plete treatment. He hopes only to 
have the various chapters act as spring- 
boards for further discussion. 


Each chapter contains an indication 
of certain basic questions and general 
principles which can be profitably re- 
membered in reaching concrete answers 
to specific problems. Each chapter is 
tightly written ... and the questions 
listed at the conclusion of each are only 
suggestive. 


For those who desire to have a hap- 
py, well-adjusted Christian family life, 
and who wish to have a part in show- 
ing others the secrets of success, this 
is must reading.

The “Sane Nuclear” organizations 
and the “Fellowship of Reconciliation” 
groups, advocate that we will be ready 
for the invasion with a non-violent re- 
sistance army, which will slow down 
fighting and strikes, that will stop pro- 
duction of military arms — that as soon 
as invasion comes, the armies here will 
see the futility of continued fighting 
and butchering; and will revolt, for a 
true worker’s democracy. 
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Then to leave the impression that 
they are not Communists, they say that 
if we destroy all our bombs, so many 
problems will be created for the Krem- 
lin that they will never think of coming 
here; because they don’t want to lose 
their face and have world opinion 
against them.

“But now a third choice, hardly so 
much as ever heard of, during the 
World War, appears in this possibility 
— stay out of jail. Why thus separate 
yourself from the masses? Why thus 
let yourself be put out of the game? 


“Accept the draft, take the drills, go 
into the camps and onto the battlefield 
or into the munition factories and trans- 
portation field. 


“But sabotage war preparations and 
war; be agitators or saboteurs; down 
tools when the order is to make or load 
munitions; spoil war material and ma- 
chinery. 


“The fourth choice is merely a fur- 
ther development of the third. It calls 
for sabotage, but with a deliberate, con- 
scious, informed intent, to get rid of 
the present economic system, of which 
war is a part, and to build a new world, 
the existence, for which peace is a ne- 
cessity.

The Key Word: Preached 


Whether we realize it or not, we are 
all preachers in the true sense of the 
word. Most of those with whom we 
come in daily contact are not too much 
impressed with what their pastor ex- 
pounds in their regular church services 
... but they do take particular note of 
the Gospel as it is preached by your 
way of life. 


For we all preach a sermon, by the 
things we say and the acts we commit. 
Those round about us observe, judge, 
and are influenced by our testimony. 


How many Christian people could 
have their biographies condensed into 
this one line, “He lived to make Christ 
known?” 


Might it not be said of one, he lived 
to open a shop, and then to open a 
second? Or of another, he lived to save 
a good deal of money, and take shares 
in limited liability companies? 


Or of a third, he lived to paint a 
great picture? Or of a fourth, he was 
best known for his genial hospitality? 


Even many pastors would fall short. 
Their epitaphs might read, he lived to 
preach splendid sermons, and to gain 
credit for fine oratory. 


Unless those around us can truthfully 
say, He lived to glorify Christ, then our 
lives here on earth are lacking some- 
thing. Each of us ought to so live that 
others will see Christ in us. 


The conductor on the morning bus, 
the elevator operator at our place of 
business, the office boy as he stops to 
chat with us, the waitress as we enjoy 
our noon-time meal ... each person 
with whom we come in daily contact

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should be able to observe that we are 
representatives of the King of kings and 
Lord of Lords. 


It is a wonderful thing to espouse 
such worthwhile organizations as Boy 
Scouts, the Red Cross, various civic 
clubs ... but when we allow them to 
interfere with our job as salesmen for 
Christ, our testimonies suffer. 





Resolve each morning when you 
make mental notes of your plans for the 
day that you will go forth with a smile 
on your face, a song in your heart and 
a word of testimony for the One who 
did so much for you. 


Yes, we are preachers. Let us not 
forget our message! 





He was led as a sheep to the 
slaughter; and like a lamb before his 
shearer, so opened he not his mouth.

Here we have a prophecy most com- 
prehensive in its range, most minute 
and singular in its details, which alone, 
in all its particulars, is fulfilled in Je- 
sus of Nazareth. 


To what conclusions are we then 
brought by a comparison of the proph- 
ecy with the events of our Lord’s his- 
tory? 


First, that the prophet was inspired; 
for no human sagacity could foresee, 
at a distance of more than seven hun- 
dred years, the facts which he has de- 
scribed. 
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alysis $1.00. Lesson manual included. 
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And secondly, that Jesus is the Son 
and the Christ of God, for none but a 
Divine Person could endure the suffer- 
ings He underwent, could redeem, and 
govern, and save mankind. Jesus was 
anointed of God to accomplish these 
momentous objects. 


Philip therefore preached Jesus to 
the Ethiopian, and when this subject 
was presented to his candid mind, con- 
viction immediately flashed upon his 
understanding and conscience; and be- 
ing inspired with a love of the truth, 
he “received Christ Jesus the Lord.” 


Notice the manner in which the Ethi- 
opian received Philip’s message. It was 
with deep seriousness and _ attention, 
with exemplary meekness and humility, 
in faith and in the spirit of submission 
and obedience. 


The Key Fact: God Desires Yielded 
Lives 


The yielded man finds himself pre- 
pared, directed, and used as God’s in- 
strument. The clay in the hands of the 
potter never becomes a vessel fit for 
service until it yields to the pressure 
of the potter’s hands. 


One of the striking facts which ap- 
pears in the story of God’s dealing with 
his people in the Old Testament is how 
often God had to cast aside his people 
because they were not yielded to His 
purposes. 


Again and again other instruments 
had to be found that could be used in 
God’s plan for a world. Is it unreason- 
able to assume that God’s method today 
must be much the same? 


He is not satisfied with individuals or 
nations who refuse to be instruments 
for His purposes. God purposes to win 
a world; He expects to do it through 
those who already know Him and are 
willing to be used. 


William Carey was merely a cobbler, 
but he was ready to do whatever God 
wanted. Because he was yielded, he be- 
came an evangelist. 


A Sunday School teacher whom I 
know is merely a housewife, but she is 
ready to do what God wants. Through 
the years she has been an evangelist be- 
cause she has been willing to let God 
have her life to use as He saw fit. Hun- 
dreds of young people have come to 
know Christ through her. — Broadman

The Key Word: Lord 


The manifestation of Jesus subdued 
Saul from the frenzied persecutor to a 
surrendered disciple, meek as a child. 
He inquired, with sacred curiosity, 


“Who art Thou, Lord?” 


“What is Thy person?” he might well 
have asked. Learn well that He is man, 
thy Brother, touched with the feelings 
of thy infirmities, yet is He God, eter- 
nal, infinite, full of all power and ma- 
jesty. 


“What are Thy offices?” He is a 
Prophet; thou must be instructed by 
Him. He is a Priest; He has offered 
sacrifice, and thou must accept it as 
being for thee. He is a King, and thou 
must let Him govern thee. 


“What are Thy relationships?” The 
Son of the Highest, and yet the Brother 
of the lewest. King of angels and of 
kings, and yet the Friend of sinners. 


What were the results of having these 
questions answered? When Paul knew 
that He whose face had shone upon him 





brighter than the noonday sun was Je- 
sus of Nazareth, he was seized with con- 
trition. 


When Christ is unknown, we can go 
on refusing and even persecuting Him; 
but when we clearly perceive that it is 
the Son of God and the bleeding Lamb 
whom we have refused and persecuted, 
then our hearts melt; we beg His for- 
giveness, and cast ourselves at His feet. 


Notice Saul sought instruction from 
the best possible Master; for who can 
tell us who Christ is but Christ himself? 
No vision of Jesus is more complete 
than that which comes from personal 
experience.

He did not stop Saul at Jerusalem; 
He let him prance his proud steed 
across Palestine; then He interposed, 
and with one flash of His presence He 
ended that high career. 


How surely fixed is the Divine grace 
within which a penitent sinner can find 
safety. The issue is always narrowed 
down to two persons ... God and the 
human soul; that is the reason why God 
takes conversion sovereignly into His 
own hands, and that is the reason why 
we cannot repent or believe for each 
other. 


Mark the words “thou” and “me” at 
the beginning and at the end of the con- 
versation. It was as if Christ had told 
Saul, the conflict is between Me and 
thee; and then it was as if Saul told 
Christ he admitted it, duty is from me 
to Thee. 


When that supreme point in a soul’s 
history is reached, and never before, 
it is easy to find peace; for the soul 
stands before a merciful God at last. 
This lesson leaves the proud persecutor 
in a pitiable condition of humiliation. 
But Saul is happy; he has become Paul. 


The Key Fact: God Still Molds Char- 
acter 


We are sometimes inclined to think 
that our characters, once formed, can 
never be changed. This is not true. 
Our natural dispositions and faculties 
rarely change; but their direction can 
be changed; and the difference between 
their upward and their downward direc- 
tion deserves the name of conversion. 


Paul, in great measure, remained the 
same as before — he retained his zeal, 
his power, his energy; but the turn 
which was given to these qualities gave 
a turn to his whole life and, through 
him, a turn to the life of the whole 
world. He approached Damascus a furi- 
ous persecutor; he entered it a humble 
penitent; he left it a great apostle. 


So is it with us. Much about us never 
can be changed; but much about us 
can and ought and, with God’s help, will 


-be changed. 


We are all on the road, not to Da- 
mascus, but to some end or object. To 
every one of us, as to Paul, that end or 
object will at last appear in a light to- 
tally different from what we now ex- 
pect; and on that changed light may de- 
pend our happiness or misery, our use- 
fulness or uselessness.

The Key Word: Ananias 


Ananias himself was universally re- 
spected. He was known as “a devout 
man according to the law,” and “had a 
good report of all the Jews which dwelt 
in Damascus.” The name means “Je- 
hovah is gracious.” 


Such are the men whom our Lord 
loves to employ, men of unblemished 
character, “sanctified and meet for the 
Master’s use.” 


It is not stated definitely that Ananias 
held any official position in the Church 
at Damascus. We have a perfect right 
to consider him a private Christian with 
no special gift of public speech or pas- 
toral authority, but holding the warrant 
which belongs to all disciples, to preach 
the Gospel. 


Ananias’ commission is only what 
may come to any one of us, and for 
which we should be prepared. True, the 
Lord spoke to him “in a vision;” but 
He may speak with equal emphasis by 
the whisper of His Spirit, or the indi- 
cation of His providence; and our atti- 
tude, like his, must be that of the girded 
loins and watchful eye. “Behold, I am 


here, Lord.” 


What a commission we Christians 
have and with what alacrity should it be 
done! Happy must be the surgeon who, 
with delicate skill, can give sight back 
to the blinded eye, and bid it look out 
once more on sky and earth, and spring- 
ing flowers, and human faces. 


But higher and happier still the call- 
ing of the disciple, who may send forth 
a brother man rejoicing on his pilgrim- 
age to the eternal sunshine of heaven.

And straightway he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is the Son 
of God. Acts ‘9:20. 








Paul asked no authority from man. 
He applied for no orders. He passed 
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through no theological training. From 
the moment of the discovery of Christ 
he became His preacher. 


We would not have you infer that a 
man may devote himself to the ministry 
apart from a previous training; for the 
conversion of the apostle was miracu- 
lous, and he had been trained in one of 
the first schools of the times; so that 
when by the power of Christ his heart 
was changed, he had all the intellectual 
discipline that was essentially necessary 
to become an able minister of the New 
Testament. 


And yet, if it please God to convert 
a man of intelligence, there is no reason 
why that man, now his heart is glow- 
ing with the love of Christ, should not 
straightway preach Christ. 


Henry Ward Beecher left college with 
no thought of the Church, was rather a 
wild youth and, with two companions, 
followed the pioneers to the backwoods 
to shoot, hunt, and fish. 


In the midst of this wild life he heard 
a minister, and the truth struck home 
to his heart. The effect was instantan- 
eous. He sold his rod and gun for a 
horse and began to move from place to 
place, preaching to the backwoodsmen. 
This was the beginning of Beecher’s 
ministry. 


The Key Fact: God’s Method Is Not 
Always Clear To Us Mortals 


Have you ever looked on the back 
side of a tapestry? There seems to be 
no rhyme or reason to it. The top can- 
not be discerned from the bottom, and 
it seems that confusion itself reigns 
supreme ... an array of threads, with 
many pieces and patches of several 
sorts, sizes and colors; all which sig- 
nify nothing. 


But then, turn it over, and the en- 
tire picture changes. Everything falls 
into its proper place. It is a literal 
story told, not with pen, but wrought 
with a needle. 


If men look upon some of God’s prov- 
idential dealings with a mere eye of 
reason, they will hardly find any sense 
therein, such may be the muddle and 
disorder. 


But, alas! the wrong side is viewed 
by our mortal eyes, while the right side 
is presented to God in heaven, Who 
knows how to make order out of seem- 
ing chaos and confusion. 


The Christian need not concern him- 
self with the why and wherefore of any 
event which transpires in his life, but 
should ever be aware of the fact that 
God knows and understands. 
other shore of life we will all be privi- 
leged to see the true side of our indi- 
vidual tapestries!

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SALVATION FOR THE GENTILE 





The Key Word: Gentiles 


Cornelius, a Gentile, was good with- 
in himself, devout toward God, and gen- 
erous to those about him. In none of 
these features did he need to be convert- 
ed. But he did need Christ, and this 


was a vital lack. 


God heard Cornelius’s prayers, and 
moved to bring salvation to his house. 
Salvation came by no vision or mysti- 
cal experience. It came by a preacher’s 
being brought to tell Cornelius what 
he must do. 


Cornelius offered Peter an ideal 
preaching situation. He had assembled 
an audience of purposeful, interested 
listeners, hungry to hear the word that 
came from God. That kind of situation 
would arouse all the possibilities for 
greatness in any preacher. 


Peter spoke the word of Christ, re- 
ferring briefly to the Old Testament 
preparation for His coming, declaring 
His mighty works and mercies, telling 
of His death and resurrection, announc- 
ing His coming in judgment, and set- 
ting Him forth as man’s only Saviour 
from sin. The preaching of that message 
is the central feature of the whole Chris- 
tian enterprise. 


Following the miraculous baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, Peter completed his 
ministry to these Gentiles by giving a 
simple and _ practical command. It 
named the thing that Cornelius and the 
other Gentiles needed to do further. 


“Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well as 
we? And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord.” — 
Standard Commentary 


The Key Verse: Acts 11:18 





When they heard these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, 
saying, Then hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance unto life. 


Acts 11:18. 














Trembling beneath the sound of the 
Gospel is not repentance. “Felix trem- 
bled,” but had no sorrow for sin. 


You may be “almost persuaded” 
turn to Christ, you may even desire the 
Gospel, you may even go upon your 
knees in prayer, and yet have no re- 
pentance, for you may get no further 
than Agrippa’s “almost.” 


It is possible that you may confess, 
and yet may not repent, for you may 
acknowledge your transgressions, and 
yet have no abhorrence of sin. 


Repentance is a hatred of sin, a turn- 
ing from sin and a determination in the 
strength of God to forsake it. 


What are the signs of true repent- 
ance? There is always sorrow with it. 
It may be more or less intense, accord- 
ing to the way in which God calls, and 
in line with your previous manner of 
life, but there must be some sorrow. 


Would you repent if there were no 
punishment? Every murderer hates his 
crime when he comes to the gallows. 


If you knew that you might give up 
your life to sin with impunity, would 
you still desire holiness? If so, you 
need not fear but that you have a “re- 
pentance” which is “unto life.” 


The Key Fact: Everyone Needs Sal- 
vation 


Every man is a sinner, and without 
salvation he must perish. You may be 
too proud to acknowledge this, or too 
much occupied to give it attention, s

You might say, “I never did anybody 
any harm, I have been a kind parent, 
an upright tradesman, my reputation is 
without a blemish.” But that is not the 
question. 


Every man’s first and chief concern 


-ought to be about the salvation of his 


soul, because, being a sinner, he is 
placed by his sin in circumstances of 
the most imminent peril. 


Your cry should be like that of the 
Philippian jailer, “What must I do to be 
saved,” and the answer can be found in 
the Book of books, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.”
